This is the Inst straw 
that ‘breaks the ‘camel's back, and China has 
now to take a decisive stepin the matter. ~ Ifthe 
obnoxious American Bill should’ be carried into 
effect, there will be.no other course open. for 
China consistent with her dignity as a nation 
than to adopt retaliatory measures by prohibiting 
the citizens'of the U.S, from coming to China.
